very fin e stuff to them, so they ag reed to go to Palestin e an d 
fight the Saracen s; an d half a d ozen of them fitted action to 
the word by leavin g their homes an d walkin g 10 miles or so 
to the r i ve r d o c ks at St. Paul. 
They plan n ed to get on a boat 
there, float d own the Mississippi to New Orlean s an d tak« * a 
steam e r there for the Holy Lan d . 
Evid en tly they w e n * up 
on their g eography if n ot on their history. 
But the exped ition cam e to grief, as such exped ition s a l­ 
ways d o. 
They got to the d ocks all right, but w hen they a s k­ 
ed to r jobs as cabin boys on a river s te a m e r they met d isil­ 
lusion men t. In stead of iurth e rin g their d esign s, an un feelin g 
m ate blun tly an d p rofan ely told th em to get off of the boat 
or they would “ get th ro w e d in th e river." 
So en d ed the boyish quest for a d ve n tur e ; arid when you 
stop to thin k th a t all of b o yh o o d ’s strivin gs for rom an ce en d 
in precisely the sam e way, you may w o n d e r why it is that so 
man y grow n men yearn etern ally for a return ot boyhood . 
For boyhood is d oomed to d isappoin em en t, an d d isappoin t­ 
men ts are n ot pleasan t. 
W hat sen sible ad ult would care to 
go back to an age w h e re overs lair surmise is followed by 
un mistakable d isillusion men t ? 
The an swer, of course, lies in the fact that it boyhood gets 
let d own with pitiless regularity, it at least has the d ream s. 
It has the capacity for believin g thin gs; the capacity 
for 
imagin in g that the world , beyon d the horizon it n ot at home, 
is just w hat on e would have it, the in n ocen t courag e to s up ­ 
pose th a t on e can be w h a t he w an ts to be an d d o what he 
wan ts to d o if on ly he can get uwas from the prosaic sur­ 
roun d in gs an d skeptical grown -ups ot his im m ed iate n eigh 
borhood . 
That capacity is simply in valuable; an d what m akes most 
of us look back with wistful eyes is the fact th at we lost* it as 
we grow up. 
We d o n ot d rop everythin g to go halt wa\ 
aroun d the globe an d hun t Saracen s, because we kn ow that 
the Saracen s are n ot there 
or th at th e re is, at least, a closed 
season on them. 
We kn ow, in short, too much tor our own 
good . 
But we n ever completely lose that child ish expectan cy. 
Or, if we d o .we d ie forthw ith. 
For life is main ly a lookin g 
forward , an an ticipation . 
T here must be a b etter coun try, 
a clearer air, a b rig h ter sun shin e, somew here ahe ad of us. 
We may kn ow better, but we clin g to a shad ow ot belief, 
just the same. 
Wo could n ot keep goin g if we d id n ot.
